Secretary Wilson Found Them in 


Especially Good Spirits. 


BESTOBATION OF CONFIDENCE. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Secretary Wil- 


•on was at his deek fn the agricultural 
department yesterday for the first time 
for a month, having just returned from 
his tour of the trans-Mississippi states. 
He went as far west as Montana and 
Utah, giving special attention to the 
agricultural interests of the states vis- 
ited, with particular reference to irri- 
gation, horse raising and sugar beet 
growing. 


"I found the farmers In especially 


good spirits wherever I went," he said 
to a press representative. "There is 
no doubt that confidence is restored 
and that the country is Justified in its 
anticipations of better times. The peo- 
ple are all busy in the west. Indeed, 
I do not believe there is an idle man 
west of the Mississippi who wants 
work." 


Mr. Wilson predicted a still further 


advance in the price of wheat, due to 
the fact that there is not only a short 
crop abroad, but also because of the 
fact that, according to his observation, 
the crop will not be so extensive In this 
country as has generally been antici- 
pated. 
"With the improvement of the times," 
he said, "the average American is go- 
ing to have all the flour his family can 
consume, even though he may have to 
pay a Hitle more for it. I believe that 
even without the shortage in the for- 
eign crops the conditions in this coun- 
try would have forced wheat to a dol- 
lar a bushel. But the improved con- 
dition of the farmer is due not alone to 
the enhanced price In wheat, but there 
has been a corresponding improvement 
in all farm products." 


Mr. Wilson said he found the people 


of the semi-arid region disposed to 
think that the government should ap- 
propriate money for the building of 
storage reservoirs. "I told them," he 
said, "that I could not recommend that 
system, but' that I felt sure that with 
the vast increase in the value of arid 
land produced by the addition of water 
capital would certainly be attracted to 
such enterprises. 
When we consider 


that the addition of water to those 
lands makes them worth flOO an acre, 
and their planting in fruit trees, as at 
Grand Junction, Colo., worth $1,000 an 
aqre, capital will certainly in the end 
take hold. I also told them that a 
change of their sentiments on the cur- 
rency question, on the 16 to 1 idea, 
might be conducive to prosperity, as 
such a change would no doubt have a 
tendency to Influence eastern capital." 


Secretary Wilson said that the re- 


cent decline in the price of silver was 
closing many mines which were de- 
pendent entirely on silver, and would 
inevitably work hardship In individual 
cases. "But." he said, "the miners who 
are losing their places are generally 
getting employment in mines where 
other minerals are produced." 


Mr. Wilson said that he advised the 


western farmers to feed their horses In. 
the winter months, as by so doing they 
could so Increase the weight of the an- 
imals as to make a demand for them 
in the European markets for army and 
draft purposes, fle found the farmers 
In the irrigated regions generally dis- 
posed to experiment with the sugar 
beet, and made the prediction that 20 
new beet sugar factories would be 
built next year.

NITRO-GLYCER1NE EXPLOSION. 
Six Known and Several Unknown Dead 


as the Result. 


Cygnet, O., Pept. 8.—A terrible ex- 


plosion of nitro-glycerine occurred here 
yesterday afternoon, which resulted in 
the death of six people whose names 
are known, and several others, at pre- 
sent unknown. The known dead are 
Sam Barber. Allen Fall is, John Thomp- 
son, Charles Dartel, Henry Lansdale 
and George Havens, a boy. 


The explosion occurred at Grant well, 


located at the rear of the National Sup- 
ply company's office building, in the 
village limits. This well had just been 
shot by Samuel Barber, the shooter for 
the Ohio and Indiana Torpedo com- 
pany. When the 120 quarts of glyce- 
rine let down in the well exploded the 
gas ignited, and with a terrific roar the 
flames shot high above the derrick. As 
soon as the drillers saw the flames sev- 
eral climbed into the derrick to shut 
off the gas, but they had barely got- 
ten there when there was a terrific ex- 
plosion. The burning gas had started 
the remaining glycerine in the empty 
cans standing in a wagon near the der- 
rick. In another wagon near by were 
some cans containing another 120 quarts 
of the stuff, and this was exploded by 
the force of the first explosions. 


The second was blended with the 


first in a mighty roar, and the town 
and surrounding country for miles 
trembled from the shock. The National 
Supply company's building was com- 
pletely demolished, and nothing re- 
mains but a big hole where the wagons 
stood. There is not a. whole rane of 
glass in any window in the town, and 
every house was shaken to its founda- 
tions. Who the other men that were in 
the derrick, and who were killed, can- 
not be learned now, owing to the ex- 
citement. Eight buildings are a total 
wreck and many others damaged. 
Many bystanders were wounded.

Nothing can better disclose the 
weakness of the Republican position 
than the Joy manifested by the Re- 
publicans over events for which their 
administration and their politics are in 
no wise responsible. 


"If the Republicans desire to claim 


credit for the price of wheat they must 
assume the responsibility for the fam- 
ine in India. 
A great rise in price 


should be followed by a. rise in wages." 


Mr. Bryan says that the Joy over the 


Increase of money from wheat is evi- 
dence that we have too little money; 
that if the farmers are benefited by the 
rise in one of their products how much 
better it would be if the rise was uni- 
versal; that the price of wheat will 
fall when the foreign demand becomes 
normal, and that the present spasmod- 
ic rise will aid rather than injure the 
cause of bimetallism.

W ashington, Sept. 8.—Secretary W ll- 
•on was a t his desk fn the agricultural 
departm ent yesterday for the first tim e 
for a month, having ju s t returned from 
his tour of the trans-MissiBsippi states. 
He went as fa r west a s M ontana and 
U tah, giving special attention to the 
agricultural interests of the sta te s vis­ 
ited, with p articu lar reference to Irri­ 
gation, horse raising an d su g a r beet 
growing. 


“I found the farm ers in especially 
good Bplrits w herever I w ent," he said 
to a press representative. 
“There Is 
no doubt th a t confidence is restored 
and th at the country is Justified in its 
anticipations of better times. The peo­ 
ple are all busy in tho west. 
Indeed, 
I do not believe there ia an idle m an 
w est of the Mississippi 
who 
w ants 
work.** 


Mr. Wilson predicted a stifl fu rth e r 
advance In th 6 p^ice of w heat, due to 
the fact th a t there Is not only a short 
crop abroad, b u t dlso because of the 
fact that, according to his observation, 
the crop will not bo so extensive in this 
country as h a 3 generally been an tici­ 
pated. 
“W ith tho im provem ent of the tim es,*1 
he said, “the average A m erican is go­ 
ing to have all the flour his fam ily can 
consume, even though he m ay have to 
pay a llitle m ore for it. 
I believe th a t 
even w ithout the shortage in the for­ 
eign crops th e conditions in this coun­ 
try would have forced w h eat to a dol­ 
lar a bushel. 
B ut the im proved con­ 
dition of the farm er is due not alone to 
the enhanced price in w heat, b u t there 
has been a corresponding im provem ent 
In all farm products.“ 


Mr. Wilson said he found the people 
of the sem i-arid region disposed to 
th ink th a t the governm ent should ap ­ 
propriate m oney for the building of 
storage reservoirs. “ I told th em ,“ he 
said, “th a t I could not recom m end th a t 
system , but th a t I felt sure th a t w ith 
the v ast increase In the value of arid 
land produced by the addition of w a te r 
capital would certainly be attra cte d to 
such enterprises. 
W hen we consider 
th a t the addition of w a te r to those 
lands m akes them w orth $100 an acre, 
and th eir planting in fru it trees, as a t 
G rand Junction, Colo., w orth $1,000 an 
aoje, capital will certainly in the end 
take hold. I also told them th a t a 
change of their sentim ents on the c u r­ 
rency question, on the 10 to 1 idea, 
m ight be conducive to prosperity, as 
such a change would no doubt have a 
tendency to influence eastern capital.“ 
S ecretary W ilson said th a t th e re­ 
cent decline in the price of silver w as 
closing m a n y mines which were de­ 
pendent entirely on silver, and would 
inevitably work hardship in individual < 
cases. 
“B u t,“ he said, “the m iners who 
are losing their places are generally 
getting em ploym ent in mines w here 
other m inerals are produced.“ 


Mr. W ilson said th a t he advised the 
w estern farm ers to feed their horses in 
the w inter m onths, as by so doing they 
could so increase the w eight of the a n ­ 
imals as to m ake a dem and for them 
In the E uropean m ark ets for a rm y and 
draft purposes. He found the farm ers 
in the irrigated regions generally dis­ 
posed to experim ent w ith the su g a r 
beet, and m ade the prediction th a t 2D 
new beet su g a r factories 
would 
be 
built next year. 


W. P. Atwell, corpmercial agent of tho 
United S tates a t Robaix, France, sends 
to the sta te d ep a rtm en t a rep o rt on 
the short crop in France. H e s&ys the 
crop of 
F rance, and in 
fact in all 
Europe, has fallen m uch below the 
average, and th a t it is estim ated th a t 
the U nited S tates and C an ad a will be 
called upon to export from 1X0,000,000 to 
130,000:000 bushels m ore th a n they ex ­ 
ported to E urope last year. F ran ce will 
require about CO,000,000 to meet th e d e­ 
ficiency In thaT country. 


Consul H oenan, at Odessa, R ussia, 
has m ade quite an extensive report to 
the sta te d ep artm en t concerning tho 
failure of the crops in Russia. T he r e ­ 
port predicts th a t little w heat will be 
exported from R ussia during the sea­ 
son of 1897-8, as there is little available 
for th a t purpose, the old stocks being 
practically 
exhausted 
and

NITRO-GLYCERINE EXPLOSION. 


8ix K n o w n an d S ev eral U n k u o w a D ead

Cygnet, O., Sept. 8.—A terrible ex­ 
plosion of nitro-glycerlne occurred hero 
yesterday afternoon, which resulted In 
the death of six people whose nam es 
are known, and several others, a t pre­ 
sent unknow n. 
T he know n dead are 
Sam B arber, Allen Fallls, Jo h n T hom p­ 
son, Charles Bartel, H enry L ansdale 
an d George H avens, a boy. 


The explosion occurred a t G ra n t well, 
located a t the rear of the N ational Sup­ 
ply com pany's ofilce building, in the 
village limits. 
This well had Just been 
shot by Saniuol Barber, th e shooter for 
the Ohio and In d ia n a Torpedo com ­ 
pany. 
W hen the 120 q u arts of glyce­ 
rine let down in th e well exploded tho 
gas Ignited, and w ith a terrific ro ar tho 
flames shot high above the derrick. As 
soon as th e drillers saw the flames sev­ 
eral climbed into the dorrick to shut 
ofT the gas, b ut they had barely got­ 
ten there w hen there w as a terrific ex­ 
plosion. The burning gas h ad started 
the rem aining glycerine in the em pty 
cans stan d in g in a w agon n e a r the d er­ 
rick. In an o th er w agon n e a r by were 
some cans containing an o th er 120 q u arts 
of the stuff, and this w as exploded by 
the force of the first explosions. 


The second w as blended w ith the 
first in a m ighty roar, and tho town 
an d surrounding 
cou n try 
for 
miles 
trem bled from the shock. The N ational 
Supply com pany’s building w as com ­ 
pletely 
demolished, 
and 
nothing re­ 
m ains but a big hole w here the wagonp 
stood. 
T here is not a whole pane of 
glass in a n y w indow in the town, and 
every house w as shaken to its fo u n d a­ 
tions. W ho the other men th a t were in 
the derrick, and who were killed, ca n ­ 
not be learned now, owing to the ex­ 
citem ent. 
E ig h t buildings are a total 
w reck 
and 
m a n y 
others 
dam aged. 
M any by stan d ers were wounded.

The awkward position

figure No. 2 is the result of having 
the saddle too far back from the han­ 
dle bars, so that the rider can just 
reach the steering apparatus and no 
more, and so that she has to push for­ 
ward on the pedals almost as much 
as down in propelling her wheel. The 
position which that adjustment of the 
machine gives makes the rider look 
as if she were trying to keep her seat 
on a bucking bronco from which sho 
was expecting to be thrown at any 
instant. 
If the saddle were brought 
fonxard^a Jjttje and raised slightly the 
position w i l d be good. 
The lady 
would be sitting over the pedals, too, 
lather t^an behind thom, and woyjd 
have naif enough of her weight on the 
handle bars to guide her machine eas­ 
ily and safely.

There is such a thing. However, as 
having the saddle too far forward and 
too high, as is shown in figures 3 and 
4, which illustrate positions just the 
reverse of those in the figures ex­ 
plained above. 
In figure 3 the rider 
has the appearance of climbing a steep 
hill and working very hard in the as­ 
cent, simply because her saddle is too 
low and too far forward. 
She has to 
push back on her pedals rather than 
down and has not room enough be­ 
tween the saddle and the pedals to 
give full swing to her knees. 
Baising 
the saddle and putting it back a little 
would give the rider a graceful and 
easy position. 


The difficulty shown in figure 4 is 
the opposite of that in figure 1—the 
saddle is too high. 
Tlie rider has to 
tip forward in order to touch the han­ 
dle bars and her toes just reach the 
pedals when they are at their lowest 
l^oint in making a revolution. 
That 
attitude is, perhaps, the most tiring 
that can be assumed by a rider on a 
long journey, as it throws the entire 
body out of position. 
The adjustment 
would be correct if the saddle were 
lowered so that the pedals and handle { 
bars could be reached easily and the 
lady would find cycling much easier 
and more pleasurable than she can in 
the attitude in which she is shown. 


All that is necessary to make any 
of the changes suggested and to ad­ 
just wheels so that the riders can look 
and be comfortable rather than awlc- | 
ward and uncomfortable is a monkey 
wrench and a little common sense. 
With those nearly all the changes that ; 
are necessary to put women’s wheels 
in proper condition can be effected. 


A proper position for a woman on a 
bicycle is shown in figure 5. 
The • 
rider there sits easily and gracefully, 1 
and the work of propelling her wheel ! 
is not half the work exerted by any of \ 
the others. 
She not only looks wel 1 f 
but it is a position in which cycling 
exercise is play rather than labor, and 
beneficial rather than harmful.

RIGHT ANP WRONG 
POSITIONS. 


Illustrations of the Proper and Im proper 
M ethods of Getting on a Bicycle. 


The accompanying pictures, says the 
Chicago Times-Herald, show some of 
the many shades of difference between 
the right position, in which a Mroman 
may ride gracefully and easily, and the 
wrong positions, in which she is sure 
to look awkward and uncomfortable. 
Many women may find in these pic­ 
tures, too, hints that will help them to 
correct their styles of riding and en­ 
able them to better enjoy an exercise 
which has been only half pleasurable 
in the past, because they did not know 
how to follow it. 


It is easy to see what is the difficulty 
with the woman shown in figure No. 1, 


Have the saddle so high that the heel of 
the foot just reaches the pedal when it is at 
its lowest point. That will allow for plenty 
of “leg play” when the pressure on the 
pedals is exerted, as it should be, by the 
forward part of the ball of the foot. 


Have the handle bars so adjusted that 
part of the weight may be carried there 
when it is desired to lean forward for a 
change of position, but not so low that any 
great amount of the weight has to be sup­ 
ported there when the rider reaches tho bars 
at all. 


If these two rules were followed, so 
far as the adjustment of saddles and 
handle bars is concerned, the awk­ 
wardness of a good many women on 
wheels would be obviated.

trie search-lights turned on the scene 
and the steel panels slid back from be­ 
fore her broa*l plate-glass window, 
could watch at their leisure every de­ 
tail of the death agonies of a sinking 
ship and drowning men. 


But aside from ail mere anticipatory 
speculations as to what it may accom­ 
plish in actual warfare, Mr. Dantz- 
becher’s submarine yacht is fast as­ 
suming the proportions of a practical 
busiuess investment.

The boat will be 1U0

It is a cigar-shaped cylinder in form, 
for the reason that the cylinder will 
best resist the pressure of the water, 
which at a depth of ninety feet is thirty- 
nine pounds to the square inch.

The plating in the 
middle fifty feet of length is half inch 
of mild steel, with a thickness of three- 
eights of an inch at the ends. 


“ The diving apparatus of the boat,” 
said Mr. Dantzbecher in a recent in­ 
terview', #‘is radically different from 
anything yet constiucted, and is cop­ 
ied from the fish. 
There is a shaft ex­ 
tending athwartships and going two 
feet beyond the hull, to which are at­ 
tached the diving planes, which are 
horizontal rudders, placed one on each

With the exception of the Franco 


Prussian wnr, the greatest war -\vbld) 
Europe Ma seen since the days of Na- 
poleon was the Qrtaneain wax, •whlc'lj 
took place more than forty years ago, 
and lasted about two years. The cam- 
paigns of NapoJeon.af course,wihill« th«j 
were considered short as compared 
with some previous wars in Europe, 
were certainly long as compared with 
the wans of the past few decades. A 
distinct moremenit to tJie direction ol 
the shorter duration of ware is to be 
noticed In the pa«t few centuries. 


The campaign in the Spamiah Nether- 


lands lasted forty-two years. Them 
followed the thirty-years' war in Eu- 
rope, ending in the peace of West 
phalla. Civil war in England lasted 
from 1642 to 16GO, although hostili- 
ties were not in progress all that time. 
The ware of the Spanish Succession, 
of the Austrian Succession, the Swed- 
ish-Russian war, and the 
Seven 


Years' war followed, averaging abo.u1 
ten years apiece. The Napoleonic cam- 
paigns covered nearly fifteen years. 
The Crimean war lasted from 1854 tc 
1856. In the war of the rebellion, to 
this country, the world saw the latest 
war which extended over four years ol 
time. 


Since 1865, with the general Latroduc 


tion of the telegraph, the electric cable, 
and the modern system of railways, 
war has become a matter of a few 
months at most. In 18G6 Prussia de- 
feated Austria in seven weeks. Prus- 
sia defeated France in about two 
months. The war between Russia anO 
Turkey began in April, 1877, and was 
practically finished by the close of thai 
•year. The war between China and Ja- 
pan began about midsummer, 1894, aiad 
ended in Maxell, 1895. The present waj 
between Turkey and Greece seems to

Something New in Wheat. 


A dispatch from Santa Fc, New Mexi- 


co, says: Manager-J. J. Lesoii of the 
New Mexico exhibit at the Tennessee 
centennial exposition, writes from Nash- 
ville to the territorial bureau of immigra- 
tion that he has been overwhelmed with 
calls for seed of the seven-headed variety 
of wheat, of which New Nexico has a 
large display at the exposition, along 
•with 117 other varieties of grain. 


According to Mr. Leson, this prolific 
grain has created a furore among farm- 
ers of the southeastern quarter of the 
union. It is the product of a Socorro 


'^county farm, owned by, a Mr. Jonker, 


formerly a California wheat grower, and 
is the result of a sprout developed a few 
years ago in the Bast Indies. A single 
stalk yields seven perfect heads of wheat 
and the product averages seventy bush- 
els to the acre, -which is nearly double 
yield pf ordinary New Mexico, as against 
an average of less than fourteen bushels 
per acre, taking the United States as a 
whole. 


Is U Any Wonder?

etables and brooms; "catch 6-cent fish

guns to shoot 10-cent birds. 


Scalped and Killed. 


A seven-year-old sou of Daniel Bailey, 


of New Freedom, was run over Wednes- 
day afternoon last by the train on the 
Northern Central, which left York at 
2.86 p.m. The boy had his scalp torn 
off and was otherwise so badly injured 
that he died Thursday morning. The 
accident occurred at the railroad cross* 
ing near the camp grounds. 


A Moscow dentist has solved the pro- 


blem of supplying the human mouth with 
false teeth which -will grow into the 
gums as firmly as natural ones. Dr. Za- 
mesky has performed several successful 
operations on dogs as well-as human be- 
ings. The teeth are made of gntta per 
cha, porcelain or metal, as the case may 
be. At the root of the false tooth holes 
are made. Holes are also made upward 
into the jaw. The tooth is then placed 
in the cavity. In a short time a soft 
granulated growth finds its way from 
the patient's jaw into the holes in the 
tooth. This growth gradually hardens 
and holds the tooth in position. It is 
stated that it does not matter whether 
the cavity in which the tooth is to be 
placed is one from which a natural tooth 
has been drawn recently, or whether it 
has been healed for some years. 


A late invention is a cold stove. It is 


for use in the heated months of summer 
for reducing the temperature. By the 
use of salt, a small quantity of ice and a 
patented chemical the most intense de- 
gree of cold is secured. It is as danger- 
ous to touch this stove when in operation 
as it would, be to place tbe hand on a fire 
stove at a high degree of heat. The skin 
is instantly taken off and painful iujuiies 
are the result of the slightest contact.' 
The inventor claims that during the 
hottest weather the temperature of a 
room may be run down and made pleas- 
ant by the use of this novel device. The 
cost of operating the stove is slight. 


Albert Houck, a young man working 


in Huntingdon county, formerly of Car- 
lisle, lost his life while working at a saw 
mill. Houck and an assistant went to 
the log pile to get out a few logs with 
which to fill an order. Houck was an 
experienced logman and wore shoes well 
corked. He went on the pile and had 
loosened a few logs, and while warning 
others to get out of the way a log lying 
crosswise on the top of the pile shot 
down, striking Houck on the head, 
knocking him twenty feet in the water. 
Assistance wag summoned, and Houck 
was found and brought back to life long 
enough to speak a few words and then 
died. He was twenty-two years old. 


About 1 o'clock Sunday morning a 


man named "Mike" Welsh, at York, shot 
and seriously wounded James Harris, a 
helper employed at the rolling mill. The 
shot struck Harris just over the lower 
part of the heart, hitting a rib it glanced 
away and lodged HI the muscles of the 
abdomen. The wound is not considered 
a fatal one. The two men boarded at 
the same place, no one knows the cause 
that led to the shooting. Welsh was 
arrested about an hour after the shoot- 
ing. 


Henry Richter last Wednesday receiv- 


ed settlement on a certificate of deposit 
in the late banking house of Schall and 
Danner of $375. After waiting over six 
years for the settlement Mr. Richtcr's 
portion on settlement was $3.01. Out of 
this he had to pay 75 cents at the pro- 
thonotary's office, $1.13 to an attorney, 
leaving for himself the sum of $1.13 out 
of $3.75 deposited. Mr. Richter propos- 
es framing the certificate as a relic, he 
says, of the greatest swindle that ever 
occurred in York.—York Dispatch. 


Alice Smith was acquitted at York on 


Saturday by the jury, on the charge of 
shooting Daniel Meisenhelter. It would 
seem that 
Meisenhelter had wrong- 


ed the woman some time, and she called 
on Meisenhelter ami asked him to do 
something for her child. Hot words en- 
sued, and Alice Smith drew a revolver 
and shot Meisenhelter, the ball taking ef- 
fect in the shoulder. The jury Saturday 
acquitted the girl. 


Isaac Z. Dick, manager of the Eastou 


Marble Company's works, at Easton, who 
died suddenly Friday night, had that af- 
ternoon completed a monument for his 
own grave. He had worked on it during 
bis leisure hours a long time. On Fri- 
day, when completed, he had the parts 
put together, and expressed satisfaction 
at the work and design. In less than 
two hours after the work had been com- 
pleted he was stricken with heart disease 
and died.

Something Nevo in Wheat, 


A dispatch from Santa Fc, Now Mexi­ 
co, says: Manager. J. J. Lcson of the 
Now Moxico exhibit at the Tennessee 
centennial exposition, writes from Nash­ 
ville to the territorial bureau of immigra­ 
tion that he has been overwhelmed with 
calls for seed of the seven-headed variety 
of wheat, of which New Noxico has a 
large display at the exposition, along 
with 117 other varieties of grain. 


According to Mr. Lcson, this prolific 
grain haB created a furore among farm­ 
ers of the southeastern quarter of the 
union. 
It is the product of a Socorro 
lvcounty farm, owned by a Mr. Jonkcr, 
formerly a California wheat grower, and 
is the result of a sprout developed a few 
years ago in the East Indies. 
A single 
stalk yields seven perfect heads of wheat 
and the product averages seventy bush­ 
els to the acre, which is nearly double 
yield pf ordinary Now Mexico, as against 
an average of less than fourteen bushels 
per acre, taking the United States as a 
whole.

Luck in a Name. 


It is Incky to be named Hugh Wil- 


liams. In the year 1664, on the 5th 
of December, the Menai, an English 
ship, capsized at sea,

one passengers on board only one, 
Hugh Williams, was saved. Again, 
on the 5th of December, 1785, a pleas- 
ure schooner was wrecked on the Isle 
of Man.

Washington, Sept. 8.—Secretary Wil- 
ton was at his deslc fn the agricultural 
department yesterday for the first time 
for a month, having just returned from 
hlB tour of the trans-MissiBgippi states. 
He went as far west as Montana and 
Utah, giving special attention to the 
agricultural Interests of the states vis- 
ited, with particular reforence to Irri- 
gation, horse raising and sugar beet 
growing. 


"I found the farmora In especially 
good Bphits wherever I went," he said 
to a pruHs representative. 
"There is 
no doubt that confidence is restored 
and that the country is justiiled in Its 
anticipations of better times. The peo- 
ple are ail busy in the w«st. 
Indeed, 
I do not believe there is an idle man 
west of the Mississippi 
who 
wants 
work/' 


Mr, Wilson predicted a Btifl turther 
advance in th6 p^ice of wheat, due to 
the fact that there la not only a short 
crop abroad, but ctlso becauso of the 
fact that, according to his observation, 
the crop will not bo so extensive in tlils 
country as has generally been antici- 
pated. 
"With tho Improvement of the times," 
he said, "the average American is go- 
ing to have all the flour his family can 
consume, even though he may have to 
pay a llitle more for it. I believe that 
even without the shortage in the for- 
eign crops the conditions in this coun- 
try would have forced wheat to a dol- 
lar a bushel. But the Improved con- 
dition of the farmer is duo not alone to 
the enhanced price in wheat, but there 
has been a corresponding improvement 
In all farm products." 


Mr. Wilson said ha found the people 
of the semi-arid region disposed to 
think that the government should ap- 
propriate money for the building of 
storage reBorvoirs. "I told them," he 
said, "that I could not recommend that 
system, but that I felt sure that with 
the vast Increase in the value of arid 
land produced by the addition of water 
capital would certainly be attracted to 
suoh enterprises. 
When we consider 
that the addition of water to those 
lands makes them worth JlOO an acre, 
and their planting In fruit trees, as at 
Grand Junction, Colo., worth |1,000 an 
aoje, capital will certainly In the end 
take hold. I also told them that 
a 
chawgo of their sentiments on the cur- 
rency Question, on tho 10 to 1 idea, 
might be conducive to pro8p«rity, as 
such a change would no doubt have a 
tendency to influence oaatem capital." 


Secretary Wilson said that the re- 
cent docline In tho price of silver was 
closing many mines which were de- 
pendent entirely on silver, and would 
inevitably work hardship In Individual 
cases. "Dut," he said, "the miners who 
are losing their places are generally 
getting employment In mines where 
other minerals are produced." 


Mr. WllEon said that he advised the 
western farmers to foed their horses In 
the winter months, as by so doing they 
could so increase the weight of the an- 
imals as to make a demand for them 
In the European markots for army and 
draft purposes. Ho found the farmers 
In the Irrigated regions genarally dis- 
posed to experiment with the sugar 
beet, and made the prediction that 2D 
new beet sugar factories would 
be 
built next year. 


W. 
Atwoll, coTpmercIal agent of the 
United States at Robalx, Prance, sends 
to the state department a report on 
the short crop in France. He saya the 
crop of 
Franco, and In 
fact In all 
Huropo, hos fallen much below the 
average, and that It is eatlmatod that 
the United States and Canada will be 
called upon to export from 1X0,000.000 to 
130,000:000 bushelfl more than they ex- 
ported to Europe last year. France will 
requite about CO.000.000 to meet the de- 
ficiency In that'country. 


Consul Hoonan, at Odessa, Russia, 
has madft quite an extensive report to 
the state department concerning tho 
failure of the crops In Russia, The re- 
port predicts that little wheat will be 
exported from ItuBsla during the sea- 
son of 1897-8, as there is little available 
for that purpose, the old stocks being 
practically 
exhausted 
and 
the 
new 
crop little more than sufflciont for home 
demand. The failure of the wheat crop 
In 
Austro-H ungary, 
Roumanla 
and 
Bulgaria, 
Consul 
Heenan 
continues, 
has brought buyers from those coun- 
tries Into Russia, and 
wheat which 
would 
ordinarily 
leave 
Odessa 
by 
steamers Is deatlned to go by rail from 
the interior into the countries named.

n« tho Result. 


Cygnet, O., Sept. 8.—A terrible ex- 
plosion of nltro-glyoorlne occurrcd hero 
yesterday afternoon, which resulted in 
the death of six people whose names 
are known, and several others, at pre- 
sent unknown. 
The known d^ad are 
Sam Barber. Allon FalUe. John Thomp- 
son, Charles nartol. Henry 
Lansdale 
and George Havens, a boy. 


The explosion occurred at Grant well, 
located at the rear of the National Sup- 
ply company's office building, in the 
village limits. This well had just been 
shot by Saniuol Karber, the shooter for 
the Ohio and Indiana Torpedo com- 
pany, 
When the 120 quarts of glyce- 
rine let down In the well exploded tho 
gas ignited, and with a terrific roar tho 
flames shot high above the derrick. As 
soon as the drillers saw the flames sev- 
eral climbed Into the derrick to shut 
off the gas. but they had barely got- 
ten there when there was a terrific ex- 
plosion. The btJrning gas had started 
the remaining glycerine in the empty 
cans standing In a wagon near the der- 
rick, In another wagon near by were 
some cans containing another 120 quarts 
of the stuff, and this was exploded by 
the force of the first explosions. 


The second was blended with the 
first In a mighty roar, and the town 
and surrounding 
country 
for 
miles 
trembled from the shock. The National 
Supply company's building was com- 
pletely 
demoHahpd, 
and 
nothing re- 
mains but a big hole where the wagonp 
stood. There is not a whole pane of 
glass in any window In the town, and 
every house was shaken to its founda- 
tions. Who the other men that were In 
the derrick, and who were killed, can- 
not be learned now. owing to the ex- 
citement, Eight buildings are a total 
wreck 
and 
many 
others 
damaged. 
Many bystanders were wounded.

I-aw of Supply and Demand Rocrulates 
tho Price of All Commodities, 
Philadelphia, 
Sept. 
6. — The 
Press 
prints a letter from William J. Bryan, 
the first utterance after three months 
of travel and observation during, the 
return of prosperity. 
Among 
other 
things he says: 


•'Wheat has risen because the foreign 
crop has been exceedingly short. 
The 
fact that sliver and wheat have parted 
company will cause no dismay to those 
who understand that the law of sup- 
ply and demand regulates the price of 
both. Nothing can better disclose the 
weakness of the Republican 
position 
than the Joy manifested by the Re- 
publicans over events for which their 
administration and their politics are In 
no wise responsible. 


"If the Republicans desire to claim 
credit for the price of wheat they must 
assume the responsibility for the fam- 
ine In India. 
A great rise in price 
should be followed by a rise In wages." 


Mr. Bryan says that the joy over the 
Increase of money from wheat Is evi- 
dence that we have too little money; 
that If the farmers are benefited by the 
rise in one of tholr products how much 
better It would be if the rise was uni- 
versal; that the price of wheat will 
fall when the foreign demand becomes 
normal, and that the present spasmod- 
ic rise will aid rather than Injure the 
cause of bimetallism.

Before many moutlia have elapsed a 
Bubmavino boat Avill probably be com- 
pleted which will embody several fea- 
tures that are distiuotly new. 
It is 
the invention of H. E. Dautzbecher, a 
naval architect and designer of yachts, 
who lives in Philadelphia, and who 
has contributed his share to the repu- 
tation this country has of late years 
won for skill in ship-building. 
Mr. 
Dantzbecher, in other words, is a 
practical man, and not of the class of 
inventors who construct dream fabrics 
which rise so conveniently superior to 
the limits of mechanical possibilities, 
cutting so fine a figure in print and so 
poor a one in practice. 


Put compactly, what Mr. Dantz- 
becker puri^oses to give to the world 


upon the modern battleship. 
This 
floating 
iron fortress has year 
by 
year grown so impregnable above the 
water Hue that the marino 
experts 
have been trying to get at the monster 
in some ciTeotivo way from beneath. 
Torpedoes launched and directed in 
the ordinary way, on or from above 
tb(^ water level, are at the best but 
vague and random blows which can 
only bo landed by chance or where 
the warship is caught napping. 
That 
the ideal way of planting the torpedo 
was from beneath the vessel attacked 
has been recognized from the start, 
and the study of the subject of sub- 
mRrine navigation has been 
almost 
entirely on that line,

"Where Mr. 
Dantzbecher 
differs 
from his predecessors in the field is 
that he has aimed to build a craft 
which, while capable of being turned 
into the 
deadliest 
of 
submarine 
weapons, would at the same time be 
capable of such other purposes that 
private citizens as well as govern- 
ments Avould have a use for it. 
He 
aimed to make a yacht, in other words, 
that was capable of sailing beloAv the

water as other yachts sail on its sur- 
face, and that, like the surface yacht, 
might be seized by the Government 
in case of Avar and converted into a 
torpedo boat. 


To convert his ya^ht into a war ves- 
sel all that is required is to make tor- 
pedo-tubes of the two elliiDtical open- 
ings which are on each side of the bow, 
and which in ordinary times are used 
by the yacht's company as means of 
egress and ingress when the boat is 
lying on the bottom of the ocean. 
These openings are of such form that 
either the Sims-Edison or the White- 
head torpedo can be used. 
With air 
supi^Iy enough to last a crew of ten 
men for twelve hours the yacht can ap- 
proach the enemy unseen from a very 
great distance. 
There would be ab- 
solutely no Avarning» no hint of danger 
to those on board the ship she picked 
out for attack. 
While sailing along 
without a sail or a trace of smoke in 
sight to indicate the presence of an 
enemy, the most ¡powerful battle-ship 
might suddenly be heaved into the air 
and her bottom literally torn out of her 


is a submarine yacht which will go to 
almost any depth beneath the surface 
of the ocean, and in Aviiich ten persons 
will be able to live comfortably for 
twelve houi'S without coming to the 
top for a fresh supply of air. 
Rising 
thus to get breath twice every twenty- 
four hours, the yacht will be able to 
travel eighteen days at full speed, or 
a distance of 4500 or 5000 miles if only 
sixty-six per cent, of her power is used. 
. Means of egress and ingress are jjro- 
vided, so that such of the passengers 
as feel disposed to step out for a stroll 
on the bottom of the ocean can do so. 
But, of course, they would have to 
dress for the occasion. 
The ordinary 
diver's costume Avould be sufficient. 11 
Furthermore, there is an ample pro- 
vision of jDOwerful electric search-lights 
which can be turned in any direction 
from the conning tower in the top of 
the craft or from a point in its bottom. 
These lights are to be so intense that 
even in comparatively turbid waters 
objects AviJl be made outAvith tolerable 
distinctness.

There Avould be a dull, 
smothered exjjlosion, a lifting of the 
huge mass of metal heavily upAvard, 
then a staggering, headlong lunge into 
the dejiths of the sea and the tossing 
arms of those not dragged underneath 
I)y the suction as the i^ouderous mass 
sunk out of sight. 


On board the submarine yacht the 
spectacle Avould be eA'en more thrilling 
than from the decks of vessels on the 
surface of the Avater. 
After hurling 
its torpedo low down against the ex- 
posed flank of the enemy there Avonld 
be a reversal and sAvift Avhirling of the 
twin screAVS until 
the

craft had darted back to a safe dis- 
tance from the concussion 
and 
the 
wreck the deadly explosive had Avrought. 
Then she could creep quietly back, and 
her officers and crew, Avith their elec- 
tric search-lights turned on the scene

could Avatch at their leisure every de-

tail of the death agonies of a sinking 
ship and droAvning men. 


But aside from ail mere anticii)atory 
speculations as to Avhat it may accom- 
plish in actual Avarfare, 
Mr. 
.Uantz- 
becher's submarine yacht is fast as- 
suming the i>roi)ortions of a jn-actical 
business investment. 
Its details have 
all been carefull.y Avorked out and the 
plans draAvn. 
The boat Avill be luO 
feet long over all and twelve feet in 
diameter at the midship section. 


It is a cigar-shaped cylinder in form, 
for the reason that t)ie cylinder Avill 
best resist the in*essure of the Avater, 
Avhich at a depth of ninety feet is thirty- 
nine pounds to the square inch. "When 
submerged there Avill be a displace- 
ment qf 100 tons. 
The i^lating in the 
middle fifty feet of length is half inch 
of mildstee], Avith a thicknebbof three- 
eights of an inch at the ends. 


**The diving apparatus of the boat," 
said Mr, Dantzbecher in a recent in- 
ter vicAV, "is radically difierent from 
anything yet constiucted, and is cop- 
ied from the fish. There is a shaft ex- 
tending athwartships and going two 
feet beyond the hull, to Avhich are at- 
tached the diving planes, Avhich are 
horizontal rudders, placed one ou each 


side and tAvo feet Avide by ten feet long, 
located about twenty feet from the 
boAV* 
There is also a dui3licate set of 
these planes about the same distance 
from the stern, and so designed that 
they may be worked indei)endently or 
together. 
A fish balances in 
the 
Avater, and rises, falls or maintains his 
level by the use of the tAvo fins placed 
just back of his gills. 
- This is a fact 
of Avhich any one may convince himself 
by watching gold-fish in an aquarium, 
"These diving planes, placed fore 
and aft, will in the same Avay control 
the depth of the hull in the Avater, a 
set of levers in connection with cylin- 
ders either 
olovating or dein'essing 
them for rising or falling in the Avater, 
and so arranged that the pressure of 
Avater outside of the hull makes it au- 
tomatic in operation and keeps the 
boat on an even keel at all times at any 
desired depth. 


There Avill always be maintained a 
reserve buoyancy of from 700 to 1000 
pounds, so that should the machinery 
in any Avay become disarranged the 
hull Avill at once come to the surface. 


"The boat's air tanks Avill be con- 
structed for a pressure of 1000 pounds, 
and ventilation is provided for by 
bloAvers and pumps, Avhich exhaust the 
impure air to one compartment, Avhere 
it is pumped overboard, and the prop- 
erly regulated supply from the tanks 
Avill keep the air pure. 


"The boat will be driven by two gas 
engines of eighty horse-poAver 
each, 
direct connection, each engine haA'ing 
tAvo cylinders. 
This gas-poAver engine 
is used because it keeps all fire from 
the hold, the gas in the engines being 
made from gasoline and exploded hy 
electric spark from the storage battery 
plant. 
The engines Avill 
exhaust, 
Avhen on the surface, to the o^ieu air, 
but Avhen running submerged Avill ex- 
haust into a condenser, and the gases 
of exhaust Avill then be 
discharged 
outboard by the vacuum pump. 
They 
Avill also be made to disconnect from 
the driving shaft, and one Avill be 
utilized to run the dynano and the 
other to furnish power for the air com- 
pressor." 


A Philadelijhiau of great Avealth is 
furnishing the money to build this re- 
markable craft. The interest he takes 
in it is solely for its possibilities in 
the way of adA'ancing scientific knowl- 
edge of the ocean depths. 
The actual 
boat noAv in course of construction is 
fitted Avith electric cooking apparatus, 
etc., and in addition to quarters foi 
the creAV, Avhich Avill consist of first 
and second officers, tAvo engineers, 
cook and assistant, Avill have berthing 
space for eight people 
in a main 
saloon. 
This saloon Avill also serA-e as 
a dining-room, of which the Avoodwork 
Avill be painted Avhite, so that the in- 
terior Avill be as light as possible, 
deadlights in the upper bull shedding 
a subdued light in all the 
compart- 
ments. 


When the craft is completed it is the 
intention of the OAvner to iuA'ite a num- 
'ber of men j^rominent in science to 
make a cruise to the bottom of the sea 
Avith him. 
The estimated cost of the 
A'essel is §4:1,000. 
It is expected to 
have a speed of fifteen knots per hour. 


RIGHT ANP WRONG 
POSITIONS. 


Illustrations of the Proper and Improper 
Methods of Gettins: on a Bicycle, 


The accompanying pictures, says the 
Chicago Times-Herald» shoAv some of 
the many shades of difierence betAveen 
the right position, in Avhich a Avoman 
may ride gracefully and easily, and the 
Avrong positions, in Avhich she is sure 
to look awkAvard and uncomfortable. 
Many women may find in these inc- 
tures, too, hints that Avill help them to 
correct their styles of riding and en- 
able them to better enjoy an exercise 
Avhich has been only half pleasurable 
in the jDast, because they did notknoAV 
hoAV to folloAv it. 


It is easy to see Avhatis the difiiculty 


Avoiild hang bettor, she Avould ride more 
easily and it Avould not be hard for her 
to guide her Avheel, as it certainly ig iu 
the position in which she is shown. 


The aAvkAvard position 
shoAvn in 
figure No. 2 is the result of having 
the saddle too far back from the han" 
die bars, so that the rider can just 
reach the steering apparatus and no 
more, and so that she has to push for- 
Avard ou the pedals almost as much 
as doAvn in popelling her wheel. The 
position Avhich that adjustment of the 
machine gives makes the rider look 
as if she Avere trying to keep her seat 
on a bucking bronco from Avhich she 
was 
expecting to be throAvn at any 
instant. 
If the saddle Avere brought 
forAxi^a HttlS i^P^l raisejd slightly the 
position would be good. 
The lady 
Avould be sitting over the pedals, too, 
jath^er t^ian behind them, and Avo\ild 
have naif enough of lier Aveight on the 
handle bars_^ guide her machine eas- 
ily and safely. 


There is such a thing, Bowever, as 
having the saddle too far forward and 
too high, as is shoAvn in figures 3 and 
é, Avhich illustrate positions just the 
reverse of those in 
the figures ex- 
plained above. 
In figure 3 the rider 
has the appearance of climbing a steep 
hill and Avorking very hard in the as- 
cent, simply becanse her saddle is too 
loAv and too far forAA'ard. 
She has to 
push back on her pedals rather than 
doAvn and has not room enough be- 
tAveen the saddle and the i^edals to 
give full SAving to her knees. 
Eaising 
the saddle and jjutting it back a little 
Avould give the rider a graceful and 
easy position. 


The difficulty shoAvn iu figure 4 is 
the opposite of that in figure 1—the 
saddle is too high. 
Tlie rider has to 
tip forAvard in order to touch the han- 
dle bars and her toes just reach the 
pedals Avhen they are at their loAvest 
l^oint in making a reA'olution. 
That 
attitude is, perhaps, the most tiring 
that can be assumed by a rider on a 
long journey, as it throAvs the entire 
body out of position. 
The adjustment 
Avould be correct if the saddle Avere 
loAvered so that the pedals and handle 
bars could be reached easily and the 
lady Avould find cycling much easier 
and more pleasurable than she can in 
the attitude in Avhich she is shoAvn. 


All that is necessary to make any 
of the changes suggested and to ad- 
just wheels so that the riders can look 
and be comfortable rather than aAvk- 
Avardand uncomfortable is a monkey 
Avrench and a little common 
sense. 
With those nearly all the changes that 
are necessary to put Avomen's Avheels 
in proper condition can be eflected. 


A pro])er position for a Avoman on a 
bicycle is shoAvn in figure 5. 
The • 
rider there sits easily and gracefully, i 
and the Avork of propelling her Avheel ! 
is not half the Avork exerted by any of I 
the others. 
She not only looks Aveli f 
but it is a position in which cycling 
exercise is play rather than labor, and I 
beneficial rather than harmful. 
!

Something J^eu) in WheaL 


A dispatch from Santa Fc, Now Mcxi- 
CO. says: Manager J . J. Lcsou of the 
Now Moxico exhibit at the Touuessec 
conteunial exposition, writes from Nash- 
ville to the territorial bureau of iiuinlgra- 
tiou that he has boon overwhelmed with 
calls for seed of the seven-headed variety 
of wheat, of which NCAV Noxico has a 
large display at the exposition, along 
with 117 other varieties of grain. 


According to Mr. Leson, this prolific 
grain has created a furore among farm- 
ers of the southeastern quarter of the 
union. 
It is the product of a Socorro 
'•^o'unty farm, owned by a Mr. Jonker, 
formerly a California wheat grower, and 
is the result of a sprout developed a few 
years ago in the East Indies. 
A single 
stalk yields seven perfect heads of wheat 
and the product averages seventy bush- 
els to the acre, which is nearly double 
yield pf ordinary Now Mexico, as against 
an average of less than fourteen bushels 
per acre, taking the United States as a 
whole.

The teeth are made of gutta per 
cha, porcelain or metal, as the case may 
be. 
At the root of the false tooth holes 
are made. Holes are also made upward 
into the 
The tooth is then placed 
in the cavity. In a short time a soft 
granulated growth finds its way from 
the patient's jaw into the holes in the 
tooth. This growth gradually hardens 
and holds the tooth in position. It is 
stated that it does not matter whether 
the cavity in w^hich the tooth is to be 
placed is one from which a natural tooth 
lias been draAvn recently, or whether it 
has been healed for some years. 


Scalped and Killed. 


A scvcu-ycar-old son of Daniel Bailey, 
of New Freedom, was run over Wednes- 
day afternoon last by the train on the 
Northern Central, which left York at 
2.86 p. m. 
The boy had his scalp torn 
off and was otherwise so badly injured 
that he died Thursday morning. 
The 
accident occurred at the railroad cross 
ing near the camp grounds. 


A late invention is a cold stove.

He went on the pile and had 
loosened a few logs, and wliile warning 
others to get out of the way a log lying 
crosswise on the top of the pile shot 
down, striking Houck on the head, 
knocking him twenty feet in the water. 
Assistance was summoned, and Houck 
was found and brought back to life long 
enough to speak a few words and then 
died. He was twenty-two years old. 


About 1 o'clock Sunday morning a 
man named "Mike" Welsh, at York, shot 
and seriously wounded James Harris, a 
helper employed at the rolling mill. The 
shot struct Harris just over the lower 
part of the heart, kitting a rib it glanced 
away and lodged in the muscles of the 
abdomen. The wound is not considered 
a fatal one. 
The two men boarded at 
the same place, no one knows the cause 
that led to the shooting. 
Welsh was 
arrested about an hour after the shoot- 
ing.

After waiting over six 


years for the settlement Mr. Richter's 
portion on settlement was $3.01. Out of 
this he had to pay 75 cents at the pro- 
thonotary's oiBce, $1.13 to an attorney, 
leaving tor himself the sum of $1.13 out 
of $3.75 deposited. Mr. Richter propos- 
es framing the certificate as a relic, he 
says, of the greatest swindle that ever 
occurred in York.—York Dispatch. 


Alice Smith was acquitted at York on 
Saturday by the jury, on the charge of 
shooting Daniel Meisonhelter. It would 
seem that 
Meisonhelter had wrong- 
ed the woman some time, and she called 
on Mt'iscnhelter and asked him to do 
something for her child. Hot words en- 
sued, and Alice »Smith drew a revolver 
and shot Meisenhelter,the ball taking ef- 
fect in the shoulder. The jury Saturday 
acquitted the girl. 


Isaac Z. Dick, manager of the Easton 
Marble Company's works, at Easton, who 
died suddenly i'riday night, had that af- 
ternoon completed a monument for his 
own ^rave. Ho had worked on it during 
his leisure hours a long time. 
On Fri- 
day, when completed, he had the parts 
put together, and expressed satisfaction 
at the work and design. 
In less than 
two hours after the work had been com- 
pleted he was stricken with heart disease 
and died.
